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WASHINGTON, March 7 (IPi-'I'hp 
defense department announced to- 
day that a battalion of marines has 
been ordered to the MedlUi vi\ncan. 

They will sail from the United 
States In about a week and Join the 
U. S. slxUi fleet. 

The move came amid speculation 
that the fleet possibly might bo de- 
ployed In a show of strength to dr 
ter any warlike moves between 
Israel and the Arab states. 

A marine battalion, with support 
ing units, normally numbers 1,500 
men. 

The Pentagon said the outfit 
which was not designated, will re- 
place a similar unit withdrawn last 
summer. 

The move, the announcement 
said. Is In line "with a regular pro- 
gram of intermittently assigning 
Ijattallon sized marine units into 
the Mediterranean area for train 
ing and maneuver.s." 

"It la also part of a contlnuinB 
program," the Pentagon said, "to 
make this force available for am 
phiblous traininB exercises with 
other units ol the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization," 

The battalion will be drawn from 
Atlantic fleet marine forces and 
will move in ships from the Atlantic 
fleet amphibious force. It will sail 
"about the middle of March."

Holt 
said he would leave for his second 
trip to Korea in May, "maybe soon- 
er."

WASHINGTON, March 7 Hfl-The 
Pentagon is considering a major 
slep-up in BS2 proi)uctlon to over- 
come Russia's admitted lead in 
heavy bomber output. 

It was learned today that this 
government now accepla as fact that 
Russia Is building more — perhaps 
twice as many— ultro-modern heavy 
Jet bombers per month than the 
United States, (Irhich has always 
previously excelled In that field. 
While B62 production is rising, 
presently monthly rale forecasts for 
this country and Russia indicate 
the U. S. nlr force hai virtually no 
chance of catching up with Russia 
without a speed-up. 

The U. S. production rote is sched 
uled to reach a peok of 17 B53s i 
month, about four limes the cur 
rent production. The nlr force is 
now considering the possibility of a 
step-up to 26 or more a month and 
a substantini Increase in the total 
numbers to be produced. 

Defense Secretary Charles E. Wil- 
son acknowledged at a news con- 
ference yesterday tliat a produolion 
increase Is getting "some considera- 
tion" In the air force.

"Talos" has been described as a 
longer rangtog, foster and more 
effective weapon than the Terrier 
antl-ahcraft which the navy has 
olread;- Installed on Its fhst guided 
missile cruiser, the Boston.

And while the monetary damage 
resulting from the home accident might not be as 
great as the damage resulting from an accident on 
the Job, the Injury to the Individual can be as great, 
and the disruption caused by time off the Job Is Just 
as costly. 

We shouldn't smile «l Lou Murdock's situation, for 
he teaches us all Ihe leiaon— particularly buslnfM and 
Industry— that safety and safety effort doesn't sUip at 
the plant gate or the time clock. It li every bit as 
Important that a man be taught and encouraged lo 
be safe off the Job— at home, ROlng to and from work, 
or at play. More and more leaders of business and 
Industry understand that today and are giving thplr 
wholehearted .lupport, both nioval and financial, lo or- 
ganizations furthering various kinds of oK-ihe-Job 
safety.— Salt Lake Tribune.

on un-American activities. 

The members of the lower house 
lost their wits and their nerve and 
let him and Lowenthal walk out 
without disclosing the trath.

ing them franked envelopes to dis- 
tribute his propaganda free.

Deer Count Shows Only Slight Drop 

In Herd Census in Cassia Division 



Heavy hunting in the Cassia dlvl 
slon of the Sawtooth' natloiial forest 
has not notldabiy reduced the size of 
the deer herd, forest' service and 
state fish snd game department olll- 
elals reported Tuesday lollowlni a 
survey of the herd the latter part of 
lut week. 

The survey, completed Saturdny In 
the same srea In which surveys were 
made last year and in 1963, ahowcd 
il,U7 deer as compared with 4M5 
last year and 4,725 in 1953. During 
ttie hunt last year 3.26S'deer were 
harvested. In 19S3 and 1964 approx- 
imately 7,900 deer were killed In the 
division. ' 

The deer observed were In good 
condition, the surveyors reported. 

The' area In which the trend census 
was made coven approximately 70 
square miles. The area extends Irom 
the West fork of Dry creek louth of 
Murtaugh to McMullen creek louth 
ot Kimberly. Most of the area li un- 
der'supervlslon of the forest atrvico 
and bureau of land management. 

Winter range for this herd ex- 
teiida In a band around the north, 
east, snd south sides of the Cusb 
division. Census information on that 
part 9I the herd that wlntera In Ne- 
vada will be obtained In a road drag 
count to be made in the Qooee creek 
(irea of Nevada during April and May 
of this year. The road drag count ot 
1965, conducted from April 13 to 
May 7,«howed that 1,164 deer crossed 
from Nevada to Idaho, 

Census information Is an Import- 
ant tool of management but cannot 
be used alone in determining the 
harvest necessory to control the herdv 
officials said. Utilization studies of 
important browse plants on key win 
ter range areas will be nude to de 
termloe the condition and trend of 



the vegetikllon used by the deer. 
Studies made In the past year indi- 
cate that soil and vegetation condi- 
tions are not satisfactory on the key 
doer winter range areas, they added. 

Later this spring utilization meas- 
urcmenls on bltterbrush, pellet group 
counts to determine the use made by 
deer and livestock, and studies on the 
reproduction of valuable browse

SAN FRANCISCO. March 7 lUt- 
Televlslon has entered the sawmill 
business. Lumbermen attending the 
25th annual meeting of the Western 
Pine association learned today how 
closed-chcult TV has been . found 
Useful In sizing up and positioning 
logs going through the head band- 
saw. 

A report on the usefulness of TV 
was delivered by Carl A. Rasmussen, 
head ol the western pine research 
laboratory In Portland. He discussed 
the results of a trial TV Installation 
at an eastern Washington sawmill. 

With a camera mounted over the 
log deck and focused along the 
length of the log, the men engaged 
In positioning and sawing the log 
have virtually perlscoplc light In 
managing the log. 

"It's the next thing to X-ray," 
Rasmussen said. 

Rasmussen said some western 
sawmills hod Installed TV to provide 
remote control of conveyors iind 
others lowered special cameras Into 
mlllponds and rivers ta locate un- 
derwaler "sinker" logs.

PASADENA, Calif., March 7 tfl- 
Mom and pop got rapped harder 
than the lilda at this city's conler- 
ence on delinquency and other Ju- 
venile problems. 

Superior Judge Roger Ffaff urged 
making parents "criminally respon- 
sible for the criminal acts of theh- 
children," and a panel session of the 
community conference on youth 
came up with a check list of unde- 
sirable parent types. 

Mrs. Russell Grant. Parent- Teach- 
er association council secretary, gave 
the panel this rundown on "typical 
falliues" among .mothers and fathers 
who undertake to be "disciplin- 
arians:" 

"There is first the 'aee-tawer par- 
ent,' who Is as stem as Cspt. Bllgh 
one day and an Indulgent parent 
the next," she said. Then there Is 
the "flashback" type, who is always 
saying, "kids didn't do things like 
that In my day." 

The "superior parent," Mrs. Grant 
said, "Is completely aatWIed that 
mother and father know best, and 
will discuss nothing with children." 

The nervous Nellie type, she said, 
foresees danger in whatever her 
child Is doing or plana to do, and. 
consequently, discouragei all her 
children's activities. 

"The tab keeper," said Mrs. Grant, 
"expects an hour-by-hour account 
of children's time," and "ambitious 
parents" are always Urging their kids 
to seek "greater accomplishments— 



perhaps to Justify their own failures 
In life." 

"Finally," she concluded, "there ts 
the 'heavy chaperon' who wants 
Johnny to brhig his friends home 
and when he does 'the heavy chap- 
eron' act« like a 'private eye' on a 
big Investigation." 

Judge Pfaff, In attackhig what he 
called "coddling" of dellhquenta had 
this to say of Juveniles who repeat- 
edly violate the law and the terms 
of their probation: 

"In iuch cases the parents have 
certainly been put on notice con- 
cerning the antl-s-jclal behavior of 
their child, and parents' records of 
continued Indifference and refusal 
to accept their parental obligations 
should justify filing a criminal com- 
plaint against them." 

Teenagers- got a chance to talk 
too. Tom Dclahoke, Pasadena City 
college student,, deplored the fact 
that many Juvetilles do not consider 
drinking a factor contributing to de- 
Unquency. He added: 

"These youth Ignore the evidence 
that JuVenlle drinking leads Into 
party crashlngs, traffic accidents and 
sometimes worse things." '

A^ least 62 senators have signed 
up to support a new honest elections 
bill which doubtless will Improve 
the system some, but probably not 
much. The United States elections 
system was unintentionally rigged to 
favor corruption— If by corruption Is 
meant the spending of money for 
which no proper accounting ever Is 
made. 

Tlie new honest elections bill grew 
out of the offer ol cash contributions 
to the campaigns of senators who 
favored the natural gas bill, which 
recently passed Congress and died 
of presidential veto. There Is mortal 
fear on capital hill that the voters 
may have been aroused by the gas 
bill episode. Angry Voters are likely 
to vote the Ins out. 

Senate Democratic Leader Lyndon 
B. Johnson recently said something 
like this: You will have lo spur some 
lo get ahead of me In being for 
good works and against corruption. 
And that about adds it up. Every- 
body Is against corruption. The sen- 
ators stampede to be recorded pub- 
licly against It, hoping the voters 
back home will take note. 

The United States election system 
Is rigged for over-spending and lax 
accounting by reason of the over 
lapping of campaign and spending 
efforts. In a given county, for ex, 
ample, there usually are Judges, 
county commissioners and a sheriff 
lo be chosen. The county Is part 
of a congressional district which 
must help select a congressman. As 
part of the state, the county also 
may be voting for a United States 
senator. The state legislature also 
may be on the bollot. And it It Is 
presidential year, the county voter Is 
helping to chose a President. 



The major candidates have their 
own campaign pianagers, - each 
operating and spending somewhat 
Independently of all others. The 
national congressional and senator- 
ial campaign committees have funds 
for independent spending. At the top 
of the heap are the national com- 
mittees with large suras to spread 
around. State committees, llkewtse, 
put some money out. And there 
are numerous individuals who put 
discreet thousands Here and there. 

No single tadlvldual or committee 
In either party Is responsible for all 
money raising or spending, That Is ] 
the fact upon which previous hon- 
dst elections bills have foundered. 
There Is no doubt that the new, blir 
will pass. But there Is much doubt 
that It will do the job, , ' 

The British have a Simpler elec»| 
tions system. There are no sideshow 
diversions to the election of members i 
of parliament. The British repre-| 
sentnllons of the people acts passed , 
in 1948 and 1049 are effective. A 
candidate must not treat a voter to j| 
campaign beer. Your neighbor In 
Britain may take his family to 
the polls In his car, but he may 
not offer you a lift. A candidate 
may register for taking persons 
to the polling place, one car for 



each 2^00 city voters or one tor 
each WOO rural voters. 21 a register- 
ed car breaks down on polling day, 
It may not be replaced. 

Each candidate has a respotuible 
agent who may be punished 11 Ihe 
election rules are broken. The sgcnt 
usually Is a skilled accountant and 
a graduate of an elections cam- 
paign school. The agent is perjon-
